A> the Heart bund campaign moves toward its peak and 
the record of the crusade against the heart diseases is un­ 
folded by the Missouri Heart Association, it becomes unques­ 
tionably clear that heart research is saving lives.

We must expand research to 
discover this vitally-needed new knowledge.

Washington w a s 
subjected to a host of diseases in 
his iiietime. He suffered from at 
least IO attacks of serious illness 
which on several occasions brought 
him to the brink of death. T h e 
question is whether Washington 
had more than his share of sick­ 
ness in a period of history when 
a number of diseases were taken 
for granted, diseases which mod­ 
ern science has virtually conquer­ 
ed and which we have almost for- 
gotten. 
In Washington's world a great 
percentage of babies died from 
nutritional deficiencies and diar­ 
rhea. If they survived they were 
exposed to the prevalent epidem- 


scarlet fever, whooping cough and 
diptheria. 
If a person in the Eighteenth Cen 
tury survived the trial period of 
infancy and childhood, he had to 
run the gauntlet of a legion of oth­ 
er diseases. He was forever threat­ 
ened by the white plague, tubercu­ 
losis, which was the number o n e 
killer of the time. Then there was Monongahela 
always malaria lurking in t h e 
swamps, various strains of dysen­ 
tery easily transmitted by uncook­ 
ed food and drink, and the enteric 
fevers—typhoid and para-typhoid, 
harbored in human carriers and 
transmitted by food, drinking wat­ 
er and the ubiquitous flies. Ever 
threatening was pneumonia. 
Illness In Early Youth 
In his 17th year Washington was 
licensed by the William and Mary 
College in Virginia as a public 
surveyor, a profession which he 
practiced for several years in Fair­ 
fax county. Camping outdoors as a 
surveyor, Washington was prompt 
ly bitten by malaria-carrying mos­ 
quitoes and suffered his first at­ 
tack of malaria, called ague. Dur­ 
ing his later life Washington had 
repeated bouts of this fever. 
We have already mentioned the 
severe case of smallpox which he 
contracted at Barbados. This cala­ 
mitous trip not only failed to ach­ 
ieve its coitral puropse — curing 
the consumption of his brother, 
who died a few months later, but 
it brought George into close con­ 
tact with the virulent tuberculosis 
bacilli as he nursed Lawrence. 
Washington had barely return­ 
ed to Mount Vernon, still weak 
from the smallpox, when the tu- 


After two years the process m utt 
have been arrested, as Washing­ 
ton felt strong enough to enter the 
military service. In October. 1753, 
he received a commission as ma-*' 
jor in the Virginia militia. During 
the next year he led a military 
expedition against the French at 
Fort Duquesne and was badly de­

He had hardly returned 
when he was stricken with a se­ 
vere attack of malaria. 
In 1755 the English general, Ed­ 
ward Braddock, asked Washington 
to join his expedition against t h e 
French and Indians. The campaign 
had not progressed far when Wash­ 
ington fell ill with a febrile dis­ 
ease, apparently of the influenza 
type.

The older colleagues refused to 
take a chance on their illustrious 
patient.

The process of 
gradual suffocation progressed in­ 
exorably until about IO minutes 
before the general expired, when 
breathing became easier. The ex­ 
hausted heart stopped beating be­ 
tween IO and ll o'clock on the 
evening of December 14, 1799. 
From the first. Washington as 
usual had been exceedingly pess- 
imestic about his illness. 
“I find I am going,” he whis­ 
pered to Col. Lear. “I believed 
from the first that the disorder 
wuold prove fatal.” And a little 
later he repeated the same con­ 
viction to Dr. Craik: “Doctor , I 
die hard, but I am not afraid to 
go.”

Joint Legislative Committee 
Proposes Stiffer Driving Law 


A special Missouri House-Scnate 
committee has outlined a 
broad 
program of highway safety laws, 
including a point system for dri 
ver’g license suspension, which is 
to be submitted to the 1959 legis­ 
lature. In addition, the Board 
of 
Governors of the Missouri Bar has 
recommended 
enactmnt 
of 
a 
point system driver’s license sus­ 
pension law. All of which indicates 
there is a good possibility that a 
law of this sort will be passed by 
the next session of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
It is therefore high time to be­ 
gin considering the best ways to 
enforce such legislation. Too often 
we enact traffic laws without giv­ 
ing much thought as to how or 
whether they can be enforced. 
Two of our neighbors, Iowa and 
Nebraska, have already passed ex 
cellent laws covering a point sys­ 
tem of driver’s license suspension 
yet this year Nebraska’s death 
toll on the highways is running 44 
ahead of last year, and after 
a 
six month decline in Iowa, fatalit­ 
ies in October and November sur­ 
passed the same months in 1957. 
In addition to this, Missouri’s new 
speed law that went into effect 
Aug. 29, 1957 appears to have re­ 
duced fatalities for a period of on­ 
ly eight months. May, 1958 was the 
first month when Missouri’s fatal*

circumstances, 
about the best we can hope to do 
is to establish "line patrols” 
in 
accident prone localities and very 
infrequent patrols in sparsely pop­ 
ulated areas. The line patrol pro­ 
vides intensive patrolling of 
a 
stretch of road not more than 20 
miles in length by a single car 
for a minimum of 16 hours per 
day. This means that the county 
roads where perhaps 35 percent of 
our accidents occur, must be left 
largely unpatrolled. 
This is an unsatisfactory solu­ 
tion. but there obviously is a limit 
to the number of patrolmen a state 
can afford to hire. Col. C. J. San­ 
ders, chief of the Nebraska Safe­

costs about $300 for them to train 
a new trooper, and then about $14, 
900 to pay hts salary, supply him 
with a new car and other equip­ 
ment for his first two years on the 
patrol. At that rate a 3,741 - man 
patrol would cost about $28,431,- 
600 per year, merely for salaries 
and equipment for its patrolmen. 
The suggestion has been made 
that we might be, able to solve this 
problem of Inadequate manpower 
by creating some sort of volunteer 
traffic observer corps.

Connecticut is a very small state 
with only 3.074 miles of state - 
maintained highways and a total 
road mileage of 10,928. To patrol 
this 3.074 miles of highway they 
have 475 highway patrolmen and 
12 patrolwomen. Contrast this with 
Missouri, where we have 26,192 
miles of state maintained highway 
and 73,455 miles of county roads - 
a total mileage of 100,280. To pat­ 
rol this 
immense 
system 
we 
have an authorized force of 455 
patrolmen, with about 400 now in 
service. This gives Connecticut bet 
ter than one patrolman to every 
7 miles of state highway, whereas, 
Missouri’s average is one patrol­ 
man to 65 miles of state highway. 
The situation in both states ac­ 
tually is not this good, since the 
patrols operate in shifts, and con­ 
sequently only about 120 of Mis­ 
souri's patrolmen are on duty at 
any given time. This gives Mis­ 
souri about one patrolman on duty 
for every 218 miles of state high­ 
way, or one patrolman to 835 miles 
of the state's entire road system. 
Add to this the duties of investi­ 
gating accidents and aiding in ap­ 
prehending criminals, and you be­ 
gin to get an idea of what highway 
patrolme in the larger states are 
up against. 
Furthermore, Missouri is
